Notions, that the {mall Ale fold there at 
1d, the Choppin or Englifh Quart, by Re- 
tail, fhall be tax’d after the Union, equal- 
dy with the Engiifh Beer or Ale fold for 
 2d.and 4d. a Quart. 
: By my Calculation the State of this Dif- 
pute lies thus, and Idoubt not, will admit 
_ of a fair Explanation before the Union is 
concluded. 
‘The Englijh Beer and Ale is fold to the 
Retailer from 2c to 255. per Barrel of 36. 
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Gallons, tho’ gaugd in the Tax at 34,which 
is fo much Lofs to the Brewer. 

The {mall Beer is fold at ro to 12. the 
fame Barrel, and England knows no Sorts 
between thefe two, nor is there any Rate 
of Excife between them, the one paying 
45. 9d. the other 15, 3d. per Barrel, re- 
bating for Leakage two Barrels and a half 
in 23. 

To bring this toa Proportion, I make it 
out, that the two-penny Ale, as they call it 
in Scotland, is fold for very little, ifany 
thing, more thin our {mall Beer, and can 
be rated at very litcle more than the Excile. 
of fmall Beer. 

The Engilifh Barrel of 36 Gallons is fold 
for 10 to12s» The Scotstwo-penny Ale is 
fold to the Retailer in Scotland for a Mark 
Scots per Gallon, which is 13d. + ie ; 
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fothat the Scots Ale is fold for 135. 4d. +} 
sterl. per Barrel Englifh Meafure at Edin- 
burgh, and in fome Places cheaper. ; 

Now all the Queftion turns upon this 
Nicety, whither 3 5, 6d. Duty fhall be de- 
manded of the Scots for the Difference of 
1 se4d.¢ per Barrel, in the Price or Value 
of che Drink: 

It is pl&m, here the ftrong Beer pays no 
more than 4. 9d. tho’ it be made of double 
Strength, and fhould fell for double Price. 

By the fame Proportion, all Beer or Ale, 
tho’ fomething above the Rate of [mall Beer, 

‘ought not to pay as ftrong Beer, unlefs ic 
bear fome Peoportion to’ the Price and 
Goodnefs of Rone —— This is fo evident, 
thatone Clauf in an AQ of Parliament iq 
Scotland to explain it, and ftate the Propor- 
tion, will make it effectually eafies nor wi? 
England {cruple a thing of fo much Juftice. 

Bither the Beer muft pay, as {mall Beer 
in England pays, which is neareft the Pro- 
portion, or there will be a middie Rate 
ftated, proportiog’d to its Advancement in 
Value above the {inal Beer. 

Our Englif A& of Parliament confines 
the Word {mall Beer to6s. Beer, and yet 
tis fold for 12s. and the Excife not raisd , 
and it cannot be feared,.that. it thanld be 
called trong Beer in Scesland for fo (malt a 
Difference:

he proper Remedy for this, and which 
the Parliament of Scotland feem enclin’d to 
ftand upon, is built an the Juftice of the 
Treaty, Viz.
